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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 20 April 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, rejection of 
claims 1 and 13 that there is sufficient disclosure to enable one skilled in the art to 
practice the invention. It is noted that it is well known in the art to impose a digital signal 
on an analog signal. However, claims 1 and 13 recite receiving a digital video stream 
within the vertical blanking interval. Despite the explanation of the frame grabber 
software and how it is well known to impose a digital signal on an analog signal, it still 
does not disclose how a digital video stream fits inside the relatively small bandwidth of 
the vertical blanking interval. 

Furthermore, respectfully it is noted that the examiner statements are not based 
on speculation. One of ordinary skill in that art does not know how a digital video stream 
fits inside the relatively small bandwidth of the vertical blanking interval, which is only 
present for a very small amount of time during broadcast. Respectfully, in order to 
overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection, applicant must specifically point 
out where in the specification does it disclose how a digital video stream is placed inside 
the vertical blanking interval thereby to enable one skilled in the art to practice the 
invention. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been previously 
considered. Please see the examiner's Response to Arguments in the Final Office 
Action dated 02 March 2006.
